In the best of times 
the wages of these workers are low, 
and they hare been reduced in the past 
year or two more than once. The pub- 
lic is aware of this, and sympathises 
with the miners in their sufferings. 
No class of men felt the ill effects of 
the convulsion of 1899 earlier than the 
miners, or have been afflicted longer. 
In any general revival of business 
which comes to the country they cer- 
tainly deserve to share. 

Bat. like all other questions, this 
/natter or the strikes has two sides, and 
to each side the general public most 
give a hearing. The coal operators 
declare that nnder the present condition 
of trade they are unable to grant the 
While wages have 



eontund, gone down faster or farther 
than coal prices. Moreover, whenever 
Hie— went ap, they say, wages gene- 
rally advanced simultaneously. Like 

fall other branches of business the coal 
trade was injuriously affected by the 
financial disturbances which began faur 
years ago, and some of the losses nec- 
essarily were shifted on to the miners. 
This is the rule in all occupations in 
times of distress. There may not be 
much comfort to them in this reflection, 
but/It is the truth, as everybody knows.

The General Deficiency Bill Will Be 
Considered in the Senate. 



Tb* Disposition I* to Do I.Mtle In the Way 
of General Legislation Uuuldo or Fin. 
■■hint fjp the Tariff Bill— Tbe Con. 
frr««s May Report Thursday. 



f, July 11 — Beyond the 
' (act that the general deficiency appro- 
priation bill probably will be passed 
and that the senate will stand ready 
to take up the tariff bill at any time 
that a report may be brought in by 
the conference committee, little can 
be predicted of the course of events in 
the senate during the present week. 
The disposition is to do little In the 
way of general legislation, and there 
is a proposition under consideration by 
the leaders of the two sides of the 
chamber to adopt the plan now in 
vogue in the house for sitting only 
every third day after the deficiency 
bill shall have been disposed of. 

This suggestion has been made In 
view of the possibility of pressure to 
take up. the matter of the appoint- 
ment of a currency commission. The 
general impression about the senate 
is that the house will pass such a bill 
on this subject as the president may 
recommend, but that there is no proba- 
bility that the senate will take the 
matter up seriously. The desire is to 
make this intention clear by infre- 
quent meetings. 

There are, however, some matters 
on the executive calendar demanding 
attention, and there may be an effort 
to clear this calendar oiT during the 
week. If such should prove to be the 
case there would be more or less dis- 
cussion in the executive sessions over 
the McCord, Warner and Uoodnow 
nominations. The friends of the Ha- 
waiian annexation treaty on the for- 
eign relations committee also hope to 
be authorised to report a ratification 
resolution at their meeting next Wed- 
nesday, but It is by no means certain 
that the committee will be able to 
reach an agreement so soon. 

Monday will be devoted to the gen- 
eral deficiency bill, particular atten- 
tion being given to the provision for 
the purchase of armor plate at *42A 
per ton. This portion of the bill will 
be seriously antagonized and quite 
fiercely debated. Senator Harris, of 
Kansas, will endeavor to get up his 
resolution regarding the re-organiza- 
tion of the Union I'aeiflu railroad dur- 
ing the week, but in this he will be 
opposed, and is not likely to succeed. 

The tariff conferees confidently e 
pect to bring in the tariff bill by 
Thursday. The length of tnc debate 
on the report will depei 
well the senate conferees may have 
succeedei in maintaining the integrity 
of the senate bill. The democrats and 
other opponents of the bill make no 
secret of their intention to oppose the 
adoption of the report if it appears 
that the amendments which they were 
Instrumental in securing, putting cot- 
ton bagging, cotton ties, burlaps, par- 
is green, etc.. on the free list have 
been receded from. 
The senate will insist upon final ad 
' joumment as soon as the tariff is dis- 
posed of. 

The house will adjourn from Monday 
until Thursday. Its course thereafter 
will depanJ on the condition 
tariff bill.
